Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the greeting in Thomas is 
not related to the advertisement and that just because the advertising banner is based on a demographic profile and the greeting is based 
on demographic profile does not mean that the greeting is based on demographic profile. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant because 
in Thomas, if a user is requesting a page related to "music" the system will display a music banner ad to the user which is related to music 
and the user's demographic information such as their age group. For example a young user age 14-18 requesting "music" will receive a 
requested page on music and the banner ad displayed will be maybe on the Jonas Brothers based on the use's requested page (music) 
and the user's age group. The type of banner ad retrieved by the system is related to the displayed page requested (i.e. music) and the 
user's demographic such as age (see col. 1 1 , lines 39-66). It is clear from Thomas that the banner ads are related to the displayed page 
(advertisement) and demographic See col. 2, lines 19-30 where Thomas discloses "associating a portion of the demographic information 
to a remote page request (advertisement).As can be seen by above the banner ad is based both on the requested page and the user's 
demographic information. 

With respect to the Official Notices taken, the Examiner has provided detailed examples and motivation to combine Thomas with the well 
known features and Applicant hasn't provided a sufficient challenge to the official notice taken. See MPEP § 2144.03 (C) which states that 
"[a] general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without any reference to the examiner's assertion of official notice would 
be inadequate" 
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
